kind. And how it has been De- 

du’d to Us from the Beginwing. Tor that is 
the Point we are Chiefly Concern’d in. 
Rehearf. The Erecting of Government among 
‘ihe Spirits of Heaven, and the firft Rebelion 
againft it there, will be of Mighty Ufe to Us, 
in our Inquiry after the Nature of Government, 
and Rebellion among Mankind. Therefore the 
fof of our fix Homilies againit Rebellion, begins 
with this Revolt of Lucifer and his Angels, as 
the Source and Spring of alt Rebellion among 


Men. 


(1.) Government is Dependency, when One De- 
pends upon Another. It is’ Superiority, when 
One is Suferior, and Another Inferior. Theres 
fore they who wou’d have the Original of Ge- 
vernment in the People, are Oblig’d to-Suppofe a 
State of Lndependency among all Mankind, when 
no Adan in the World had any Dependence upon 
any other A4an; And when No Adan was Su- 
periour to Another. This they Call the State 
of (Vature. And if fuch a Srate cannot be fhew’d 
their whole Scheme fallsto the Ground. 

But they Happen’d ill to Call this the State 
of Nature, among a Race of Mankind, who all 
came into the World by Generation, And Na- 
ture has Imprinted nothing more ftrongly up- 
on all A¢ankind, than the Duty and Dependence 
of Children towards their Parents, and the Supe- 
riority Of Parents over their Children. And where 
either Parents or Children offend againft this 
Lew of Nature, the Parents not taking Care of, 
and Providing for their Children ; Or the Chil- 
drex in not Returning Duty and Obedience to 


Country-m. I Come now to hear, AZafer, how 


is the Common fentiment of all Aankind, 
Therefore this /~ppo’'d INDEPENDENT State: 
of Mankind mutt be Look’d for among the 
Pra- Adamits. Or, we muft fappofe a Shower of 
Men dropping out of the Clouds, without Fa- 
thers or Mothers, all upom the Level.

Country-m. It is Exceeding Plaim, that there 
was no State of Iniependency then. And that, 
both from Nature, and the Pofitive Jnftitution of 
God, Otherwife Eve might have Difputed it | 
with Adam, and Claim’d the Breeches, as fome of | | 
her Daughters have done fince. 

But now afer, when Children were Born to 
Adam, how did it go then?

Rehearf. No doubt there is Honour and Obe- 
dience’ due from Children to their Aether, as 
well asto their Father.

So that if their 
Commands fhou’d Interfere, that of the Farher 
muft take place. zy 

And the Dominion and. Rule of the Husband 
over the Wife, and her being made Subjeé to 
him, which I have fliew’d before, duly confi- 
det’d, it cannot be fappos’d, That her Power 
was Equal to his over their Children.

And Exprefs’d in our Ca- 
techife, in our Duty towards onr Neighbour, 
Where Immediatly after, Honour thy Father and 
Mother, follows, by way of Explanation, to 
Honour and Obey the King, and all that are put 
in Authority under him, To fubmit our felves to 
all our Governors, Teachers, Spiritual Paftors and 
Mafters. To Order our felves Lowly and Reve- 
renaly toall oxy Betters. Where the whole Oc- 

* conomy of Government, from the Higheft to the 
Loweft, is all Included under the 5th. Command- 
ment, and Deduc’d from it. 

This is fhew’d more at Large in Bifhop Over- 
al?’s CONVOCATION-BOOK. p. 25. where it 
is faid, That it is Generally agreed upon, that Obe- 
dience to Kings andCivil Magiftrates is Preferib’d 
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ce to. them. As , Py.
